To one visiting our National Parks 
and Monuments, there are two fea- 
tures which stand out prominently— 
scenery and highways, or it would 
be better expressed, perhaps, to say 
that the one stands out prominently 
by its abundance and magnificance, 
and that the other is called to the 
attention by its lack of everything 
that it sould be, even to its very 

existence, 


It is obvious that the fullest en- 
joyment of our National Parks and 
their wonderful attractions is depen- 
dent on highways and that highways 
in turn augment or tend to destroy 
the use for which these areas were 
set aside. 


A kind Providence gave us this 
scenery and it has been set apart by 
the Congress of the United States 
for use, observation, health and 
pleasure of all the people of this 
country for all time. tJ is altogether 
fitting and proper that this should 
be done, but it is not fit and neither 
is it proper that the Federal gov- 
ernment should end its actions there. 

What is more important is that 
they should ibe adequately cared for 
and administered, and above every- 
thing else made available to the peo- 
ple of this country.. That can - only 
be done by the providing of the nec- 
essary transportation facilities, chief 
among which, of course, are high- 
ways. 

There are 19 of these National 
Parks and 24 Monuments located 
from Maine to the Hawaiian Islands 
and from Arkansas to Alaska, These 
great scenic treasures were visited 
by one and one-quarter million peo- 
ple during the year just closing, 
which is a quadruple increase in at- 
tendance in seven short years. 

Then, too, there is rapidly coming 
the realization that the greatest 
scenery in the world ts in our own 
National Parks. Before the war oth- 
er countries have vied for this trav- 
el, for..ft was highly profitable to 
them, and even now they are carry- 
ing on advertising campaigns, estab- 
lishing travel bureaus and what not 
to induce our people to visit their 
attractions. The return of the spend- 
ers of hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars ig eagerly sought. 

‘While lack of enlightenment may 
have been the chief reason in the 
past for our people going elsewhere, 
the lack of adequate roadways has 


The Federal Government does not 
even deserve the credit for most of 
the roads, however good, that today 
are found in our parks. © Many of 
these were built and paid for by lo- 
cal communities long before’ the 
Government created the parks and 
some are old toll roads. A striking 
example of this is in Yosemite. There 
the Federal authorities exercise jur- 
isdiction over 138 miles of road in- 
side the Park and 13 miles outside 
Of this 151 miles the Government 
constructed just 8 miles. 

There could be no criticism of that 
if the 8 miles were all the additional 
roads that were needed, but that is 
far from the requirement, and what 
is true of Yosemite is likewise the 
case in our other parks. ; 

Take Mt. Ranier National Park ‘in 
the State of Washington, for in- 
stance. That park contains 236 square 
miles ofsarea and yet has but 18 
miles of highway. It has been re- 
liably estimated that a persn staying 
there three days can get over no 
more~than 5 per cent of it. 

A condition is rapidly coming about 
where states and local communities 
are getting highly improved high- 
‘ways constructed up to the very en- 
trances of the parks, there to be met 
by either no roads at all or ones 
which are antiquated in their con- 
struction and in a very poor condi- 
tfon. 

Three new approach roads dave 
been built up to the boundaries of 
Mt. Rainier Park and there are no 
connecting roads inside. Altogether 
the State of Washington and its com- 
munities havé-spent upwards of $7,- 
000,000 on that portion of these high- 
waye which are of no use except for 
park travel. 

Truly that #hows a wonderful spir- 
it on the part of Washington people, 
especially when compared to the 18 
miles of Federal roag“unpaved and 
dusty and inadequately maintained. 

The report of the Director of the 
National Park Service for 1921 in- 
cludes the statement “we have not a 
single paved road in the National 
Park,.system at this time.” There

And then we can go out before 
all the world and say that our gov- 
ernment has set apart the scenery 
that God gave us, taken possession of 
the roads they found there and 
charged an admission that our_‘Na- 
tional Treasury might derive a little 
more revenue.

ing hailed as a very valuable sugges- 
tion by railroad safety men and traf- 
fic men generally. 

The two drawings illustrate Mr. 
Robson’s plan. The upper drawing 
stows the proposed method avhere the 
roadway is parallel to the railway 
tracks.

ing in the same direction with him, 
he can’t fail to see this train when he 
makes the acute angle turn for the 
railroad crossing and is_ headed 
obliquely back in the other direction. 

In addition, the motorist, in order 
to make the acute angle turn must 
slow down. He will be headed to- 
ward the tracks at a very low rate 
of speed. He will be entirely able to 
stop, and, under the circumstances, it 
is iit likely that he will have any 
gmbition to beat the train to the 
@rossing,

speed to make the acute angle turn 
safely the plan calls for a short run- 
way straight ahead, where the mo- 
torlst can turn around at his leisure. 

The plan works in exactly the same 
way if the motorist is traveling in 
the opposite direction to the one in- 
dicated. 

The second drawing illustrates the 
method-as applied to roads that cross 
tracks at a right angle. The zig-zag 
forces a slowing down, there being 
one broad turn first, then an acute 
one. By making the acute:angle turn 
the motorist Is given a good view of 
the tracks in both directions before he 
crosses. He is forced to a very slow 
speed and will have his car under 
control. 

Always a Danger Spot. 

The principal thing in safeguarding 
grade crossings is to make the motor- 
ist understand that every crossing is a 


danger spot, to impress on him, as he 


approaches, that he is at a place 


| where he must take precautions. Any 


plan which tends to make the motorist 
fee] that the grade crossing has been 
made safe is worse than no plan 
at all. 

Auto men and railway men gen- 
erally who have been approached om 
the subject have agreed that Mr. Rob- 
son's plan 1s superior to any of the 
others suggested and’ they express the 
hope that it will speedily be given a 
thorough test. 

While it is recognized that the plan 
would make railroad crossing a slow 
process, it is belleved that motorists 
would not object to this if a large 
number of the present grade crossings 
are eliminated altogether. Especially 
it is not believed they will object to 
the minor delays when it is remem- 
bered that 1,600 people were killed 
on grade crossings in the United States 
last year and some 12,000 injured. 
This tredmendous slaughter can be 
avoided by the adoption of an ade 
quate safety system. Motorists gem 
erally are invited to jolg in the per 
fecting of such a syste

HB name given by the ancient 
Goths and Saxons to the festival 
of the winter solstice was Jul, or 
Yule. The latter term is still re- 
served by the Scotch. 

The burning of the Yule log, known 
by other names in continental Europe, 
was aw ancient Christmas ceremony 
descending from the Scandinavians, 
who at their feast of Jul used te 
kindle huge bonfires in honor of their 
god Thor. Similar bonfires were kin- 
dled in Europe and elsewhere at the 
summer solstice. 

The English ceremony of bringing 
in and burning the Yule log on Christ- 
mas eve, which still has its local sur- 
vivals, was full of picturesque detail. 
The log was a massive piece of wood, 
frequently the rugged and grotesquely 
marked root of an oak. 

It was drawn in triumph from its 
resting place amid shouts and laugh- 
ter, every wayfarer doffing his hat 
as it passed. On its entrance into 
the baronial halls, the minstrels hailed 
it with song and music, or in the ab- 
sence of the minstrels each member 
of the family Sat upon it in turn and 
sang 7 ‘Yule song. €.

HE mistletoe season traws 

near. Many boughs or 

pendants of this mysterious 

and beautiful plant will be 

torn from oaks and other 
trees and suspended from chandeliers 
and doors. 

Many myths are associated with 
the mistletoe. The Druids of Britain 
looked upon it as a holy thing. To 
them the oak tree had a strong relig- 
fous significance and seeing the curi- 
ous plant growing out of the oak they 
conceived that it was the spirit or 
the soul of that tree. In this way 
it is believed that the Druids came to 
regard the mistletoe as the symbol of 
life and they therefore treated it with 
manifest reverence and gave it. a 
prominent place mm their religious 
rites, It ts also believed that the Dru- 
ids held the mistletee as sacred to 
Fraya, the goddess of love, and that 
this ie how it came to be associated 
with lovemaking and kissing. 

The old herbalists, the forerunners 
of the physician, regarded the mistle- 
toe as a thing having remarkable ther- 
apeutic properties. It was held to be 
good for epilepsy and for various con- 
vulsive “distempers.” Many of our 
British and our Irish ancestors be- 
lieved that the mistletoe was a are 
against disease. 

The mistletoe fs a plant Ma 
and yet not altogether a parasite. 
Though it would rather live off of the 
tree, it was the means of self-support. 
It fastens itself upon its host, pene 
trates its tissue and draws nourish- 
ment from it, often deforming it and 
sapping its vitality. Yet the mistletoe 
is a green, leafy plant; that is, it pos- 
sesseg the green pigment, chlorophyll, 
which gives the green color to normal 
vegetation. The presence of green 
leaves indicates that. the mistletoe has 
the power, which independent green 
plants everywhere possess, of con- 
structing organic foodstuffs, such as 
starch, out of inorganic compounds, 
carbon dioxide and water, utilizing 
sunlight as the source of energy in 
the process. It is, therefore, only
